8th January, This raid was unsuccessful in that it did not 
lead to the arrest of any of the Jugoslav collaborators and 
traitors who were believed to be in the camp, though it was 
successful in other respects. 


26 There are 207 Jugoslave whose extradition has been requested 
by the Jugoslav Government and agreed by HMG, So far, we have 
only succeeded in arresting three or four of these people. Unless 
we can show better results in the near future, there is likely to 
be trouble about this at the Moscow Conference, and this will be 
visited on us in due course. 


S- HQ CCG Berlin have, therefore, requested us to arrange for a 
further snap search of Voerde Camp in the hopes that a number of 
the wanted men may by now have filtered back into the camp.

le HQ CCG Berlin have now examined the reports of the raid on Voerde Camp 
forwarded by you under your No. NRW/RC/267/27/B of the 14th January. Berlin 
state they are not entirely satisfied with the situation. For instance, a 
report made by the Commander of the Mil Gov Detachment in Arnsberg states in 
para 9 (b) that no arms or ammunition were found. In fact, it is believed 
that arms and ammunition were found. Berlin now request information as to 
how many unauthorised arms and how much ammunition was found, and what was 
done with it. e understand that the arms and ammunition referred to were 
confiscated and removed by Public Safety Officers. You are requested to 
confirm this, and if possible to state how the Jugoslavs acquired these un- 
authorised arms and ammunition. 


2e Seeondly, Berlin fear that information of the raid may have leaked out in 
advance. Our information seems to show that the raid came as a surprise to the 
inmates of the camp. Your comments on this point are requested. 


5» Thirdly, Berlin consider that it is a reflection on the Commission that 
during the past year, we have only been able to apprehend three or four Jugoslav 
collaborators and traitors out of the list of $47, whose extradition has been 
applied for by the Jugoslav Government and agreed by the Foreign Office. Unless 
we can show some results fairly soon, we shall have trouble about this at the 
Moscow Conference, and this will be visited on the Commission in due course. 

This being so, we cannot let the matter rest. HQ CCG Berlin feel that some of the 
wanted men may by now have filtered back into the Voerde Camp, and that this would 
therefore be a good moment for a further determined effort to find them 


46 You are, therefore, requested to arrange for a further search of this camp 
to be made in the presence of Jugoslav Liaison Officers as soon as possible, and 
preferably before the end of February. If you are quite certain that this 
further snap raid would achieve no results, or if you have alternative plans for 
achieving the same ends, you are requested to notify this HQ as early as possible. 


5 fe are approaching HQ BAOR with a view to getting their authority for local 
troops to be wade available to assist you to carry out the raid should you consider 
this course desirable.

1. Independent confirmation of the existence of U.P.A. in our Zone is 
held by this Division and its activities are at present being watched. 


26 It is not, however, thought desirable to attempt to suppress these 
activities unless there are indications that they are likely to endanger 
security,as the only result would be to drive the organisation further 
underground, 


3s It is suggested that the Soviet Repatriation Mission should be 
pacified with some vague assurance of the efforts of this Division to ascertain 
the full scope of the organisation before taking precipitate action to suppress 
it and asked for any information they have which would assist investigations. It 
might be added that to date no evidence has been found of the training of bands 
in this Zone for future use against the established Government and that this is 
regarded as a virtual impossibility.

SUBJECT: RUSSIAN Stragglers Camps 


1. There are, in existence, the following Russian Stragglers Camps:- 


a) BUXTEHXUDE S- 3502437 
bd) BASSUM N.671734 

c) BEVENSEN Nr. LUNEBURG 

a) BRUNSWICK CAFE BORNER Fr Wilhelm Platz 


These camps cannot be adequately supervised by PW & DP Branch. The 
authorised traffic through them should be NIL and no legitimate reason can 
be adduced for their existence. Further, it is suspected, although no 
actual proof can be established, that these Camps are used to collect and 
repatriate those who are not recognised by HMG as Soviet Citizens, and some 
of whom are not voluntarily opting for repatriation. 


2. Tae staffs of the Camps mentioned in para 1 above are Russian PwWXx 
who should have been repatriated long ago. PwWX officers attached to these 


Camps are acting as unofficial Liaison Officers without the proper authority, 
thus increasing the strength of the Soviet Repatriation Mission. Such 
officers cannot be adequately supervised and move about the Zone without 
authority. 3 


3e In order to deal with the repatriation of the 228 Soviet Citizens 
still in the British Zone, together with the very small number of non-Soviet 
Citizens who may opt for repatriation, there is an official Transit Camp 

at HESSLINGEN which is run by the Russians in accordance with inter-Govern- 
mental agreement, and the accommodation at this Camp is good and ample to 
meet any possible foreseeable requirements. Further, its existence is 
authorised and it is subject to supervision by PW & DP Branch. 


he On 19 Nov 46 HQ PwW/DP Branch Land NIEDERSACHSEN, under orders from 
this HQ, issued instructions to the Senior Russian Liaison Officer that all 
Russian Stragglers Camps and Branch Offices in HQ Land NIEDERSACHSEN were to 
be closed forthwith. A copy of the instruction is at Appx 'A' (23B of 


5831,6/1) 


5. In answer to the instruction from Land NIEDERSACHSEN, mentioned in 
para & above, the Chief Soviet Officer for Repat Land NIEDERSACHSEN replied 
he could not close the camps “until an agreement has been reached by a 
‘Conference of high authority of Russian and British representatives", nor 
could he repatriate the PWX. A copy of his reply is at Appx 'B' (43b of 
PwoP/58691). 


6. On 20 Nov Col BRUKHANOV = Head of the Soviet Repatriation Mission, saw 
CLO Allied Liaison Branch and expressed his views on the matter, stating 

that he had told his rep in Land NIEDERSACHSEN to remain at his present 
strength and condition, until he receives orders from Soviet Higher Command. 
an account of this interview was forwarded to DCOS (Exec) under AIB.17493/CCG

Te It ia apparent that the Soviet epatriation Mission are fiouting 
the authority of the C in C, and they have refused to comply with clear 
and categorical orders to close Stragglers Camps and repatriate PWX. 


8. The existence of these Camps and the presence of the Russian 
Officer aud 0.R. PWX who allegedly staff them, are considered to be 
against the interests of the zone. Their continued existence also 
militates against the implementation of HMG's policy. It is requested, 
therefofe, that the necessary arrangements may be made to ensure that 
the Camps be closed and the PWX repatriated in the immediate future.
